GREAT MILITARY ACTIVITY. 


Troops Moving to Enst River (Special “Telegsaph” Service) 


; Front. 
(Our Own Corrcapondant.) 
Canton, Fob. Ist. 

Chincso New Yoar fertivitios 
havo passod without intorruption 
by military. operations in Canton. 
Tho peoplo expected Chan King- 
ming to attack tho city carly in tho 
yoor, and rumours of fighting 
west of Sheklung have boon 
frequont during tho past woek. 
Tt is difficult to find out exactly 
what has taken place, but it is 
now cortain that thore has boen 
a good doal of movoment, amoag 
Chan's forcos, and: that ho has 
mado an offort to tako Shek-t’aan 
on the Kowloon-Canton Railway, 
and thoso who would welcomo 
Chan's return eny.he has alroady 
takon tho fort at Shok-t’nan. 

For sevoral nights past hundreds 

of Canton troops havo roturned 
to thoir barracks in tho city at 10 
p-m., marching in good order and 
singing their marching songs. 
‘To-day thousands of troops are 
marching throu sh the maloos in 
tho city led by military bande, 
with banners and flags flying 
Daring the intervals whon the 
bands aro not playing, tha troops 
sing in chorus, and tho peopla 
sond up an occasional chorr, 
Evory soldior bas a small papor 
flag flying from a piece of bamboo 
which is fastened in the muzzle 
of his rifle. Enoch flag has 
a logond on it written in 
bold Chineso characters. Not a 
few of those read:—“Sworn to 
die, nat to turn back!" 

Somo of tho soldiors walk beside 
the procorsion and distribute 
hand bills to the crowds who aro 
watching the show. The hand- 
bills “oxplain’ tho situation on 
the East -Rivor, and ask the 
pooplo of Canton to support theso 
bravo fellows who aro going to 
fight for thoir country, 
disporso Chan’s forces. 

Sovoral train loads of men have 
boon dispatched from Tai-sha-tau 
Sin-ts‘uon; and it scoms 
probablo that a battle will bo 
fought in. that ill-fated aros boforae 
long.

Sitting assCoroner, at tho Cen- 
tral Magistracy yesterday 
noon, Mr. J. R. Wood, held an en-

“TIMES” HISTORY. 


Birth of the Modern Newspaper. 


In an interosting artiole, in the | 
Times , of Novombor 29 {t ig 
montioned that on tho samo dato 
in 1814, 110 yoars ago, the paper , 
was first printed by ‘ steam, . 
marking “tho groatost improve. 
mont connocted with printing 
since the discovery of tho art 
itsolf." Tho dovolopmonta since 
that poriod havo boon romarkablo, 
moking tho modorn newspaper 
of to-day possible. The introduc- 
tion ‘of machine mado Paper by 
means of the improved Fours 
drinior. machine, was also a 
valuable aid in connoction with 
tho progress of tho printing 
machino, : 

Tho invention adapted by The 
Times to moot its own roquire- 
ments was that of Koonig, 
who was ably assisted in {ts ; 
dovolopmont by Bauer. Frodoriok 
Koenig. was the son of a 
small farmorin Prussian Saxony, 

Ho had patented a steam Pross 
in 1810 and added improvomonts 
in 1811 and 1813. Whon,ton yoars 
lator, controversy arose on tho 
crodit of tho invention, The Times 
gavo its tostimony ‘not only | 
to the onlightoned mind nda 
ardont spirit of Mr. Koenig, but 
aleo to his strict honour and puro 
integrity. Theo chiof foature of 


Koonig's invention was tho intra- 


duction’ of a largo oylindor to give 
tho improssion from typo placed 
on a flat bed. Tho oylindrical 
principlo-had boen involved in the 
sohomos of William Nicholson 
(1753-1815), who in 1790 took out 
a patent for improvomentsa tn 
printing. But Nicholson, desortb- 
edasa “well-known author and 
unsuccossful projector,” suffered 
from technical

icholaon not only offered: holp 
but against whose claim to tho 
invontion he novor protested,

ARMS SMUGGLING. 


Shanghai Committes’s 
Recommendations. 


Wo givo bolow tho report of tho 
Firearms Smuggling Provontion 
Committes, Shanghai, This 
committes was appointed by the 
Muntcipal Council, and wo 
undorstand thet tho report sub- 
mitted bes boon formally adopted 
ty that body, says tho Shanghai 
Times, + 
. Tho committoo was appointed 

by tho Council to inquire into tho 
oircumstoncon attendant upon tho 
provalonce of arms smuggling 
into Shanghai ond its vicinity, 
and tho close conncotion thoroof 
with tho provalonce of armod 
robborios, and to make recom- 
mondations to the Council witha 
viow to tho adoption of suitable 
ropressivo measures. 

Two-moatings havo boon hold 
by tho committco, on Novombor 
10 and Novombor 24, and tho 
minutes of theso meotings 
havo boon forwarded to 
tho Council for  informa- 
tion, A questionnaire was sub- 
mitted to tho committoo as ‘a 
basis for discussion, and as tho 
result of caroful consideration 
tho following rocommondations 
woro rocordod;— 

(1) That as the omploymont of 
dotectives by cortain shipping 
.. companies has led to most bono- 

ficial results, all tho moro im- 
‘portant shipping companios 

should bo asked to adopt like 

monsures, both at ports of loading 
 andon board tho ship: also that 
with a viow to making it more 
difficult for suspected perrone to 
convey contraband aboard ship 
. tho Municipal Police sbould 
endeavour to secure the coopera- 
tion of tho polico at Continontal 
ports whoro it is known that arms 
.and ammunition ara taken on 


ph 


board. 

(2) That tho Commissioner of 
Custome bo requested to addross 
a lottor to all shipping companies, 
calling thoir attention to tho 
nocossity of soarchos for contra- 
band, boing conducted by the 
ship's officers during the courso 
of a voyage. If, later, a soizuro 
of arms and ammunition is made, 
a roport would bo called for from 
tho captain of tho ship as to 
whothor tho search had boon 
carried out, 

« BHIPPERS’ AID. 

(3) That the Commissionor of 
Customs should addross o lottor 
to the shipping companics em- 
phaeizing tho importance of strict 
complianco by them with tha 
conditions govorning their annual 

' guarantee. 

(4) That Consular Courts of 
inquiry bo instituted on board 
ship in all cases whero smuggled 
goods aro found on board by tho 
Customs’ searchors. It is agreed 
that such Courts should act us 
expeditiously ax possible. 

(5) That repreaentations should 
bo mado to tho various Councils 
for the infliction of tho maximum 
ponalty for tho offence of arms 
smuggling, and whoro itis obvious 
that tho maximum ponalty is 
clearly insufficiont to act o8 ao 
dotorront against this offence 
that the various Consula who 
have as yot takon no stops to- 
wards such ponaltios boing in- 
croased, bo approached with tho 
viow of thy necessary powors 
being obtained, 

(6) That o spocial branch of 
the Municipal Police bo instituted
